‘ment of the present positipn of the democratic

THE STATEMENT. 

The present situation in the house of represen- 
tatives is 50 anomalous and the unprecedented de- 
cisions of the speaker are so full of danger to the 
integrity of future legislation, that we consider it 
our duty to submit a brief statement of the facts 
in order that the propriety of the course we have 
taken. may be fairly determined. 

The house met on the 2d day of December, 1889, 
and immediately organized by the election of 
speaker and other officers. On the same day, by 


rules and taking part in the eoaduct of its busi- 
ness, is too preposterous te require refutation. [t 
must be evident to amyone who understands the 
sition taken by the demoeratie minority in the 
oure, that it cannot possibly resalt in any injury 
to the country, or in aay injustice to the majority.

qghe New Port of Entry for South Georgia 
and Florida, in Which Macon Men are In 
terested Other News. 

MACON, February 3.— {Special .J—Macon 
men have just finished building a tive mile 
railroad from 5¢. Augustine to the north 
peach, called the St. Augustine and North 
peach railroad. Cars will commence to run on 
it by February 15th. The Macon directors 
and stockholders went to St. Augustine 
last Friday night and on 
Saturday mace their first trip over the road. 
The road is built upon creosoted trestling. 
Already the Maconites have invested $100,000 
jn the enterprise, and propose to invest $100,000 
more, about $40,000 of which will be putina 
potel to be built on the beach where the com- 
pany Owns 258 acres. The hotel will be used as a 
winter and summer resort. A $7,000 pavilion 
has already been erected on the beach by the 
Macon company. 

The road will be used asa terminal for the 
Georgia Southern and Florida road. Passen- 
gers can leave Macon at night via the Georgia 
Southern road at 11:15 and be on the beach at 
st. Angustine the next morning 
at 11 o'clock. The company is building 
piers on the route at twenty-five feet of water. 
Tt has made arrangements with H. M. Flagler 
for transportation facilities over the road to 
Palatka, and expects with the improvement 
ef the bay to make it a port of entry for south 
and west Georgia and Florida. The company 
has secured a mile and a half of water front on 
the river and ocean, and will make an effort to 
ship phosphate from this port.

How History Is Written. 

It is almost impossible to pick up any his- 
tory of our country without finding it stated 
that we are indebted to the Puritans for 
religious liberty and the great political ideas 
gpon which our institutions are founded. 

Even such dignified historians as Bancroft 
have taken this line. We are told that the 
Puritans came here for freedom to worship 
God, and Bancroft goes so far as to say that 
they never persecuted for opinion’s sake. 

So much for history as it is written. Now 
tor the facts. The Puritans for many years 
persecuted the Quakers, Anabaptists, and 
people of other religions. None but mem- 
bers of their church had any rights under 
their government. Where, then, did our 
American idea of freedom of opinion origi- 
mate? When the matter is sifted down it 
will be found that the credit must be given 
to the southern colony of Maryland. This 
colony as early as 1649, passed an act con- 
taining the following words: 

“Whereas, the enforcing of the conscience in 
matters of religion hath frequently fallen out to 
be of dangerous consequence in those common- 
wealths where it has been practiced, and for the 
more quiet and peaceable government of this 
province, and the better to preserve mutual love 
and amity among the inhabitants, no person 
within this province, professing to believe in Jezus 
Christ, shall be in any way troubled, molested or 
discountenanced for his or her religion, orin the 
free exercise thereof.” 

This was the first recognition of freedom 
of conscience in America. rradually this 
luminous idea worked its way southward, 
and last of ail northward, converting the 
grim Puritans, who by that time were weary 
of persecution and conquest. 

Now, this is genuine history. It does not 
detract from the admirable virtues really 
possessed by the Puritans, but it strips them 
of their claims as the pioneers of religious 
liberty and freedom. 

With this sample of history as it is written 
before us we should be reconciled to the 
false histories of our late war now flooding 
the world. Fora generation or longer the 
historian will picture the north as humane 
aud just in the conduct of our civil struggle, 
and he will give the south just the opposite 
character. But this cannot last. In the 
eourse of time everything will undergo a re- 
view and be rewritten, as was the case with 
the Puritans and the little colony of Mary- 
land. Truth crushed to earth only to rise 
again, is a familiar figure, and atrue one. 
Illustrations of it crop out all through the 
past. 

The thoughtful southerner and confeder- 
ate may calmly disregard the false history 
now being manufactured by our enemies, 
Sooner or later earnest writers searching for 
the truth will find it, arid the true story will 
come out. We are simply going through an 
era of perversion of facts similar to that 
which the northern and southern colonies 
went through in the remote past. It willall 
come out right in the end, 


Work for Our Local Historians, 

Secretary Barnett, who has just died at 
the age of four-score years and ten, had out- 
lived all the contemporaries of his youth. 
He was an eye-witness of the most stirring 
scenes in the history of the state, and was 
the personal friend of nearly all the great 
men who have made the name of Georgia 
illustrious. 

It is probable that he was too busy a man 
to keep a journal, and two intent on his offi- 
cial duties to write out his reminiscences, 
but what a rich and interesting contribution 
he could have made to the history of the 
state. 

He knew all the prominent men, he knew 
all the politicians, both great and small; he 
knew all the inside business that is a sealed 
book to the people; he knew the motives of 
amen, and all the causes that led up to the 
~ ¥arious events that have made the history of 
Georgia during tle past seventy years. 

What a pity that he never found time, de- 
voted as -he was to his official duties, to 
- write his reminiscences and his estimates of 
the public men that leaped into popularity 
under his eyes and disappeared. He was a 
judicious observer, and while he had the 
strongest convictions, he managed to make 
himself indispensable to all the parties that 
have had power in Georgia. His sense of 
fairness. the judicial impartiality of his 
mind, would have given a rare touch to his 
reminiscences. : 

As it is, a great deal of important informa- 
tion dies with him—information that would 
be an invaluable addition to the history of 
the state. He could have given the details 
of many events of the first importance, and 
his personal reminiscences of Georgia’s pub- 
lic men would have made a most charming 
Jistory. 

It is to be regretted that our public men, 
as they grow old, do not seek the consola- 
tion as well asthe reputation that is the 
portion of those who think enough of pos- 
terity to tell it something of its predecessors 


and something of the events with which 
All this is more im-— 


they were connected. 
portant in the long-run than any of the im- 
mediate résnlts of politics, 

We venturé to suggest here that every 
county in Georgia ought to have its special 
chronicles and provide for the preservation 
of its history. There is no duty more im- 


their historians. There is no state richer 
in historical material than Georgia, and it is 
to be regretted that the counties have not 
taken steps to have this material preserved 
in permanent form. 

Wilkes county, we are glad to say, is more 
fortunate in this respect than other counties. 
An accomplished woman—Miss Eliza A. 
Bowen, is writing the local history of that 
remarkable commnnity, and the Washington 
Gazette is giving it to the public in install- 
ments. It isa noble work, nobly planned, 
and it will be an invaluable piece of history 
when complete. There cannot be an Eliza 
Bowen in every county, but each can do 
something in the way of preserving its tra- 
ditions and its local history. 


Welcome Visitors. 

The coming southern trip of the New 
England journalists, in response to the invi- 
tation of Mr. Frank A. Heywood, of the 
engineer corps of the Boston and Albany 
railroad, is an important event. 

Mr. Heywood is an old newspaper man 
himself, and is a warm friend of the south. 
It is his idea that the people of the two sec- 
tions should know each other better. It is 
his belief that the citizen of Boston is as 
much at home and as welcome in Richmond 
or Atlanta as he is in Worcester. He be- 
lieves, too, that when these sensible New 
Englanders come down south and mingle 
with our people, they will see that we are 
just as much interested in good government 
and material prosperity as anybody else. 
Our visitors will see that while we honor the 
memories of those who died for the confed- 
eracy, our faces are turned toward the 
future, and we are pushing to the front in 
the march of progress. 

It is well to have these kindly and keen- 
witted strangers from the far north come 
among us. They cannot fail to see that our 
people have been misrepresented, and when 
they return home they will, like true jour- 
nalists, print the facts. 

The day is coming when the north and 
the south will understand each other and be 
united inthe bonds of brotherhood. To this 
happy result just such excursions as Mr. 
Heywood has inaugurated will contribute 
more than any other one thing that could be 
named.

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A NEW INDUSTRY TO BE ESTAB- 
LISHED HERE. 


Atlanta’s Growth in Respect to Spring Mo- 
tors—Brosius, Clayton, and now Another 
—Professor Hopkins Tatks. 


Atlanta is almost overgrun with invzntors and 


inventions just now. 
The latest is the spring motor for stewing ma- 


chines and other light machinery. 

First it was the Lrosius, then the Clayton and 
then lastly one so new asto be without a nare. 
This is the motor which Mr. Samnel W. Goode has 
brought out, and which he proposesto manun- 
facture on an extensive scale in Atlanta. 

Mr. Goode is perfecting plans for the erection 
of alarge manufacturing establishment, where 
not only his new motor will be turned out, but 
also a number of other valuable inventions. 

It is designed to make the factory a kind of 
variety works, thoroughly equipped for the manu- 
facture of all kinds of articles which require 
expert workmarship. It will be particularly de- 
voted to the putting upon the market of merito- 
rious inventions, the owners of anumber of which 
are already in negotiation with Mr. Goode and his 
associates. . 

The plans have not yet been fully developed for 
the new enterprise, but it is probable that it will 
be a stock company, with a — capital. 

Besides the new motor, the manufacture of 
which is to. be the at = rag object of the factory, 
it is very Re ble that the King Safety 
Signal a description of which, as made at the 
technological school, appeared in THE CONSTITU- 
TION some time ago, will also be a leading feature 
of manufacture. 

Mr. King is nowin Atlanta for the purpose of 
conferring with Mr. Goode, and the matter will 
be discussed today. ; 

Mr. Goode is very much interested in the bring- 
ing out of these inventions. He is devoting con- 
siderable time to the plans for the new factory. 

Only two small crown cog wheels are used. 
One of these wheels has one more cog than the 
other, and they are so joined, the faces touching 
on such anangle as that a wonderful speed and 
economy of power is attained. The machine is 
very small and light. Itis provided with a series 
of springs instead of one,and allof these, in 
maser as many as desired, can be wound up at 
the same time. 

Dr. Hopkins was greatly interested in the little 
motor, and expressed the belief that it was, in all 
probability, the most perfect application of spring 
power yet produced. 

Since his connection with the technological 
school, as its president, Dr. Hopkins has been 
what he calls, the “father of inventions.” Every- 

y who has, or thinks he has, something that 
will revolutionize the world’s workings, Carries 
his model to Dr. Hopkins for approval. 

Several gentlemen were in his office yesterday 
discussing the new spring motor, among them 
Dr. Hopkins. Dr. Hopkins has seenand ex- 
amined the model, which is now in the hands of 
Mr. Edison’s agent at Washington, and is 
thoroughly acqnainted with its mechanism. 

“This motor,” said Dr. Hopkins, “applies a 
mechanical principle which, though not new, is 
very rarely applied. In fact, I don’t remember to 
have ever seen it in operation until I examined it 
imthis motor. The principle is sound and re- 
liable, and its simplicity is astonishing, when the 
amount of power and speed is considered. 

‘*] believe I have saved many a poor fellow from 
wasting weeks of labor on useless and profitiess 
schemes,”’ he said during the talk about motors 
and things yesterday. 

Dr. Hopkins was instrumental] in the perfection 
of Mr. King’s safety signal, which was made at 
the technological school last summer, and which, 
it is probable, will be manufactured in Atlanta. 

Mr. Goode has also just secured letters patent on 
an improved steel axle.

New York, February 3.—The answer of 
John H. Inman to the action recently brought 
against him by the Tennessee Coal, Iron and 
Railroad company for the profits he made 
when the Tennessee company bought the 
Pratt Coal and Iron company of Alabama in 
1886, was filed today. Mr. Inman specifically 
denies all the charges brought against him. 
From his answer it appears that the 
Pratt property is the most valuable 
property owned by the Tennessee 
company, and Mr. Inman claims that he and 
his associates would be better off today if the 
sale by the Pratt company of its property to 
the Tennessee company had never been made. 
Instead of $4,000,000 represented by the bill, 
his whole profit only amounted to $145,000.

PHIL COOK APPOINTED 
SUCCEED COL, PARNETT. 


GEN. 


Col. Barnett Approves Gov. Gordon’s Choice, 
and Requests that the Appointment be 
Made Uefore His Death—Gen. Cook’s Life. 


General Phillip Cook has been appointed by 
Governor Gordon to be secretary of state. 
Hardly had the news of Colonel Barnett’s 
death spread through the country than the 
executive oftice was flooded with telegrams 
from every county in the state advocating the 
claims of some aspirant for the office. 
All the requests came too Jate, however, be- 
cause Govornor Gordon, after seeing Colonel 
Barnett and consulting with him Saturday on 
the subject, decided on appointing General 
Cook, and immediately offered him the posi- 
tion by mail. 
Early yesterday the following reply was re- 

ceived: 
February 3, 1890. 

Joux B. Gorpon, Governor: Wil) be up tomor- 
row nicht. PulLuip Cook. 

This was considered a virtual acceptance of 
the oflice, as General Cook would not have an- 
nounced his intention of coming to Atlanta 
had he not intended becoming secretary of 
state. 

When Colonel Barnett requested Governor 
Gordon to call on him Saturday, one of his 
principal objects was to ascertain his intentions 
as to appointing a successor to himself. 

During the conversation he told Governor 
Gordon that he felt assured that he could not 
live more than a few hours, and he wanted to 
know who would occupy the position he had 
filled so long. The governor used every effort to 
persuade Colonel! Barnett. that he would re- 
cover, and would soon be able to resume his 
dutics. 

All his arguments, however, were in vain. 
The sick man insisted that his time had come, 
and hie would never recover. Governor Gor- 
don then told him that he intended, should 
the necessity for such action on his part arise, 
to appoint General Phil Cook.

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The choice met with Colonel] Barnett’s en- 
tire approval. He said thatnoone could be 
found whom he would rather have oc- 
cupy the place, and he further requésted Goy- 
ernor Gordon to tender the position to him at 
once, in order that he might feel sure of his 
consent before his death. It was because of this 
request that Governor Gordon wrote the letter 
mentioned above, on Saturday. 

The veterans of the war delight to call their 
former commander by the name he earned on 
the battle field. To the older generation he is 
still ‘The Old War Horse.” 

General Cook comes of a military family. 
His father was a majorin the Eighth United 
States Infantry, and was stationed during the 
year 1812 at Fort Hawkins, near Macon. He 
became infatuated with the southern country 
and purchased a plantation in Twiggs county, 
where, in the year 1817, the new secretary of 
state was born. 


The future general © and _ politician 
passed the early years of his life 
on his father’s plantation. He was then 


sent to the Oglethorpe university in Georgia, 
and at the age of sixteen he became a student 
at the nniversity of Virginia.. He had passed 
four years there and was just completing his 
study of the law when he was called home by 
“he death of his father. 

In 1840 he commenced the practice of the 
Jaw in Forsyth county with Hon. Zack Harmon 
as his partner. At the end of three years he 
had built up a thriving practice and he de- 
cided to retire from active life, so he pur- 
chased a farm in Sumter county. He was not, 
however, allowed to long enjoy his quiet life. 
He was elected in 1847 to represent his county 
in the state senate, and he and General Law- 
ton are now the only survivors of that body, 

When the war of the confederacy was de- 
élared, he belonged to a military company in 
Macon county. Early in 1861, he went with 
his command to Augusta, and was there mus- 
tered into the confederate army by Governor 
Joseph E. Brown and Colonel Jack Jones. At 
that time there were twenty companies in 
Augusta, and they were organized into the 
Third Georgia regiment, under command of 
Colonel Ranse Wright, and the Fourth 
Georgia regiment under Colonel Dales. By the 
division of the companies, General Cook be- 
came a member of the Fourth regiment. The 
command was ordered at once to Norfolk, 
Va., and General Cook rose rapidly to the 
office of adjutant of lis regiment. 

At the seven days’ fight about Richmond 
he displayed great personal courage, and when 
Colonel Doles was promoted to the rank of 
general, Adjutant Cook was recommended by 
every officer, save one, to the leadership of the 
regiment. 

General Doles was killed at the battle of 
Manassas, and Colonel Cook was recommended 
by Generals Early, Rhodes and others for pro- 
motion. He was accordingly appointed briga- 
dier-general. 

During the war General Cook was several 
times seriously wounded. At the battle of 
Malvern Hill he received a bad wound through 
the body. At Chancellorsville a bullet struck 
his leg and injured it so badly that several 
doctors insisted on amputation. Two doctors, 
however, claimed that the limb might be 
saved, and they successfully treated the 
wound, saving both the leg and the life of 
their patient. 

+ At the battle of Petersburg he was again 
woundec and was left on the field, where, later 
in the day, he was captured. He was keptin | 
anorthern prison from that time until the last 
day of July, 1865, when he was released on 
parole. 

After the war General Cook resumed the 
practice of the law, and he-was elected to the 
thirty-ninth congress. He was not, however, 
allowed to take his seat, owing to the part he 
had taken in the war. Under the amnesty act 
of 1872 his disabilities were removed and he 
was re-elected to serve in the 43d congress. He 
afterwards served with distinction in the 44th, 
45th, 46th and 47th congresses, Mr. Crisp, the 
present representative, beating him for the 
48th congress. 

General Cook is now in his 73d year, and he 
will doubtless hold the position of secretary of 
state for many years, as no opposition will 
probably be made to his continuance in office 

at the election next fall. 

Owing to the necessary business of the office 
the governor found it impossible yesterday ‘to 
leave the tion of secretary of state vacant 
until General Cook’s arrival. He therefore

One of the Most Important Real Estate 
Transactions of the Year—Officers Elec- 
ted, 


Here is one of the most important real estate 
transactions that has been made in Atlanta for 
some time. 

It is the organization of the Peters Land com- 
pany—a Consolidation of the Richard Peters estate 
for the purpose of placing it more advantageously 
upon the market—and all the papers were signed 
yesterday morning. 

The value of the the Peters estate, allof which, 
even to that part which was set aside for Mrs. 
Richard Peters, by giving her a life interest in it, 
is embraced in the syndicate. A great deal of the 
property has long been sought after, but the ex- 
ecutors have withheid it from the market until 
such time as it could be disposed of to the best 
advantage. 

Mr. E. C. Peters is president of the Peters Land 
company, Mr. Richard Peters vice-president and 
Mr. Quintard Peters secretary. The capital stock 
is putat $100,000, though the property is worth 
many times that amount. 

All the Peters Park Improvement cempany prep- 
erty is also included in the land company, the ex- 
ecutors having bought in all the outstanding stock 
of that company. 

Streets will at once be opened through that por- 
tion of the property lying in the suburbs. Lots 
will be laid off aud offered to the public. A great 
deal of the property lies out on West Peachtree 
street, Ponce de Leon circle and North avenue. It 
is situated beautifully, and already applications 
for lots have been received by a number of well- 
knewn citizens, who contemplate the erection of 
homes. 

Judge John L. Hopkins has been engaged in 
working up the papers for the deal for several 
weeks. A very valuable lot of central property is 
embraced in the consolidation. Itis the block at 
the corner of Peachtree and Wall strects, in which 
Mrs. Sarah Jane Peters, the widow of the late 
Richard Peters, had a life interest, as well as in 
certain other property also. This, which was one- 


eighth of the estate, at her death was to 
revert to the children, the other heirs. 


For a consideration of $125,000 in ‘stocks, Mrs, 
Peters conveys this property to the Peters Land 
company, forfeiting any and all claims to it, ex- 
cept such as she has by virtue of beinga stock- 
holder inthe company. Mr. E. C. Peters said 
yesterday, however, that this central propert 
would not be put on the market, as it is intende 
to do with the other.

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 
"New York, February 3.—The stock market 
was weak toda¢ almost from the start, and While 
there was oniy a moderate volume of business, 
the declines scored in some stocks were large and 
everything traded in, with a few unimportant ex- 
eeptions, is larger this evening. The opening was 
marked by a firm tone, though there was no spe-

A report of the stock on hand showed 
an increase of 53 per cent in the aggregate supply, 
and this was regarded as a weak feature. On the 
other hand, the receipts of -hogs were smaller than 
generally anticipated with prices higher for the 
best grades, and this checked offerings to some 
extent. Trading was chiefly in May. Transac- 
tions were moderate.

REMAINS TAKEN TO MILLEDGE- 
VILLE HIS VORMER HOME. 


Marks of Care and Respect Which Were 
Shown by the Friends and by the State 
Officialis—Reeeption of the Body. 


The earthly remains of Colonel N. C. Bar- 
nett, Georgia’s secretary of state, were taken 
to Milledgeville yesterday for interment. 

According to the aged statesman’s frequently 
expressed wish there was no long funeral pro- 
cession or display. All the arrangements were 
of the simplest kind, and during the morning 
only his wife and his three children and some 
of his near relatives and dear friends were at 


the house. 

The body was at an early hour placed in the 
parlor of his residence on Jones street, where 
those admitted were given a last opportunity 
too look on the face of the dead. There was 
little evidence of death in the face that rested 
peacefullyunder the glass. Colonel Barnett 
looked as though he were asleep, and there 
was not a trace left showing that he had suf- 
fered in his last moments. 

Governor Gordon was among the first to call 
at the house, and after expressing his sympa- 
thy for the family and looking at the face of 
his dead friend for a few moments, he went to 
the capitol and issued the following proclama- 
tion: 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. ATLANTA, Ga., 
February 3, 1899.—It becomes my duty toannounce 
the death of Hon. Nathan Crawford Barnett, 
whose name, as a public servant, has been familiar 
to the people of Georgia for half a century. 

He de sarted this life at his residence in this 
city on Sunday, the 2d instant, at4o’clock p. m., 
having nearly completed his eighty-ninth year. 

Colonel Barnett has held various oflices of 
honor and trust, conferred upon him either by the 
legisiature or by the people of Georgia. He has 
been ihe incumbent of the office of secretary of 
state continuously since 1873 besides holding the 
same office for many years before, during and 
after the war between the states. He was the 
secretary of state during the administration 
of Governor Charles J. Jenkins, and when 
the governor was deposed by the military power 
of the federa! government Colonel Barnett went 
out with the governor, carrying with him the 
great seal of the state, of which he was the official 
custodian, and retained it in his possession as a 
sacred trust until the adoption of the constitution 
of 1868. He was always courteous, prompt, in- 
dustrious, vigilant and intelligent in the discharge 
of his duties, but the crowning glory of his official 
life was his character—his unswerving fidelity to 
duty—his ioyalty to truth and his unimpeached 
and unimpeachable integrity. In all the long 
years of his incumbency of public office, embrac- 
ing, as they did, the most exciting political era in 
the history of the state and the most intense parti- 
san. bitterness, even his political opponents have 
never insinuated a doubt of his honesty. 

[ean say it reverently that he has earned the 
record which the sacred chronicle makes of the 
poet-warrior kingof Israel: “He died in a good 
old age, full of days and honor,” and I would com- 
mend him to the young men of Georgia, who have 
the laudable ambition to serve her, as an exemplar 
worthy of their imitation. 

In respect to the memory of the lamented deceased 
it is ordered that Hon. James 8. Hook, state school 
commissioner; Hon. R. U. Hardeman, treasurer; 
Hon. W. A. Wright, comptroiler-general; Colonel 
John Milledge, librarian, and Colonel John QO. 
Waddell assistant commissioner of agriculture, be 
andthey are hereby appointed as an escort of honor 
to accompany the remains of Colonel Barnett to 
Milledgeville and attend his obsequies. 

It isturther ordered that, Tuesday, the 4th 
instant, being the dav designated for the fnneral, 
the executive offices be closed on that day.

As the officials passed the entrance to Colonel 
Barnett’s private oftice, which was heavily 
draped with black, they all seemed deeply 
affected. 


When they reached the house, the family 4g 


and friends were collected in the parlor and 
Without any religious ceremony the casket wa 
closed and taken to the hearse. Accompanie® 
by the family in carriages and the official esc¢ 
on foot the procession made its way slow 

the depot where a car was waiting to receive 
the cofiin.

John Milledce and Colonel Waddell went to 
Milledgeville as the official escort. 

When the train reached Milledgeville it was 
met by an escort of citizens, and the body 
was taken immediately to the ° Methodist 
church, where it will lie in state until the 
funeral services, which wiil be held at 11 
o'clock today, Rev. Dr. Glenn, officiating.
